30. The composite material of claim 29 further comprising an adhesive positioned along 
at least a portion of said at least one edge of the second film that extends beyond the 
corresponding edge of the foam sheet. 

3 1 . The composite material of claim 30 further comprising a release layer positioned over 
said adhesive.
